AN  ACT 

To  establish  a Quarter- Master’s  Department, 

and  for  other  purposes. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  end  House  of  Re- 
presentative* of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled.  That  there  be,  and  hereby 
is  established  a Quarter-master’s  Department 
for  the  army  of  the  United  States,  to  consist 
of  a quarter  master-general,  four  deputy  quar- 
ter-masters, and  as  many  assistant  deputy  quar- 
ter-masters as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  the  public  service  may 
require  ; the  quarter-master-general  and  de- 
puty quarter-masters  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  by  and  with  the  advice  arid  consent 
of  the  Senate,  and  the  assistant  deputy  quar- 
ter-masters by  the  President  alone.  And  lie 
hereby  is  authorized  moreover  to  appoint  such 
•additional  number  of  deputy  quarter-masters, 
not  exceeding  four,  to  be  taken  from  the  lines 
or  not,  at  his  discretion,  as  in  his  judgment  the 
public  service  may  require. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
quarter-master-general  tliall  be  entitled  to  the. 
rank,  pay  and  emoluments  of  brigadier-general, 
under  the  act  of  the  twelfth  of  April,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eight,  with  forage  for 
two  additional  horses;  tiie  deputy  quarter- 
masters, when  not  taken  from  the  line,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  sixty  dollars  per  month,  five 
rations  per  day  and  forage  for  two  hors-  s ; but 
it  taken  from  the  line,  then  such  additional 
pay  and  emoluments  as  shall  he  equal  to  tiie 
♦oregoingprovision ; the  assistant  deputy  quar- 
ter-masters, when  not  taken  from  the  line, 
shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  forty  dollars  per 
month,  three  rations  per  day  and  forage  for  one 
horse,  hut,  if  taken  from  the  line,  then  such 
additional  pay  and  emoluments  as  shall  be 
equal  to  the  foregoing  provision. 

Sec.  3 And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  ad- 
dition to  their  duties  in  the  fie  ld,  it  shall  he 
the  duty  ol  the  quarter-master-general,  his  de- 
puties, and  assistant  deputies,  when  thereto 
directed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  purchase 
military  stores,  camp  equipage  and  other  arti- 
cles requisite  tor  the  troops,  and  generally  to 
procure  and  provide  means  of  transport  for  the 
army,  its  stores,  artillery  and  camp  equipage. 
That  the  quarter-master-general  shall  account 
as  often  as  may  be  required,  and  at  least  once 
in  three  months,  with  the  Department  of  M ar, 
in  such  manner  as  shall  he  prescribed,  for  all 
property  which  may  passthrough  his  hands,  or 
the  hands  of  the  subordinate  officers  in  Ins  de- 
partment, or  that  may  be  in  his  or  their  care  or 
possession,  and  for  all  monies  which  he  or  they 
may  expend  in  discharging  their  respective  du- 
ties; that  he  shall  be  responsible  for  the  regu- 
larity and  correctness  of  all  returns  in  lus  de- 
partment* and  that  he,  his  deputies  aod  assist 
ant  deputies,  before  they  enter  on  the  execu- 
tion of  their  respective  offices,  shall  severally 
take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  the  duties 
thereof. 

Sec.  4.  ,9nd  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there 
shall  he  a commissary-general  of  purchases, 
and  as  many  deputy  commissaries  as,  in  tiie 
opinion  of  tiie  President  of  the  United  States, 
the  public  service  may  require,  to  he  appoin 
tcil  by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissary -general  of 
purchases,  under  the  direction  and  supervis- 
ion of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  conduct  the 
procuring  and  providing  of  all  arms,  militin 
stores,  clothing,  and  generally  all  articles  of 
supply  requisite  for  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States  ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
deputy  commissaries,  when  directed  thereto, 
either  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  commissa- 
ry-general of  purchases,  or  in  case  of  necessi- 
ty, by  the  commanding-general,  quarter-mas- 
ter-general, or  deputy  quarter  masters,  to  pur- 
chase all  such  of  the  aforesaid  articles  as  mav 
be  requisite  for  the  military  service  of  the  U- 
nited  States. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  nei- 
ther the  quarter-master-general  nor  the  com- 
missary-general shall  directly  or  indirectly  he 
concerned  or  interested  in  carrying  on  the  bu- 
siness of  trade  or  commerce,  or  he  owner  in 
whole  or  in  part,  of  anv  sea  vessel,  nor  shall 
cither  of  them  purchase  by  himself,  or  ano- 
ther in  trust  for  lum,  public  lands  or  any  other 
public  property,  or  he  concerned  in  the  pur- 
chase or  d sprw Y1  of  any  public  securities  of 
any  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  take  or 
pplv  to  his  own  use,  any  emolument  or  gain 
for  necrociating  or  transacting  any  business  in 
the  said  department,  other  than  what  shall  he 
allowed  bylaw;  and  if  either  the  said  quarter- 
master-general or  commissary-general  shall  of- 
fend against  any  of  the  prohibitions  of  this  act, 
the  parties  so  shall,  upon  conviction,  forfeit  to 
the  United  States  the  penalty  of  throe  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  may  he  imprisoned  fora  term 
not  exceeding  five  years,  and  shall  ho  removed 
from  office,  and  he  forever  thereafter  incapable 
ol  holding  any  office  under  the  United  States. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
salary  of  the  commissary-general  of  purchases 
shall  he  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum  ; 
and  the  compensation  to  a deputy  commissary 
shall  not  exceed  two  and  one  half  per  centum 
on  the  public  monies  disbursed  by  h m,  nor  in 
any  instance  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars 
per  annum. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  th« 
commissary  general  of  purchases  shall,  before 
l r enters  upon  his  duties,  give  bond  with  suffi- 
cient surety  to  he  approved  of  by  the  Secreta- 
ry of  War,  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ; 
and  the  deputy  commissaries  each  in  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  condition  *or  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  of- 
fices respectively,  which  bonds  shall  he  lodged 
with  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  0.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  from 
and  after  tlu-  last  day  of  May  next,  so  much  of 
the  act  entitled  “ Vn  act  to  est  blish  the  office 
of  purveyor  of  the  public  supplies,”  as  relates 
to  the  appointment  and  services  of  a purveyor 
of  public  supplies,  he,  and  the  same  is  berth' 
repealed  ; and  in  the  mean  time,  the  purveyor 
shall  deliver  over  to  the  comm  ssary-general  or 
one  of  his  deputies,  the  public  stores  and  pro 
per  tv  of  all  so  ts  in  his  possession,  who  shall 
receipt  to  him  for  the  same. 

Sec.  10  And  be  it  further' enacted,  That  all 
letters  and  packets  to  and  from  the  quarter 
master-general  and  commissary -general,  shall 
h-e  free  from  postage. 

See.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
diere  he  allowed  lor  tl:e  compensation  at  the 


necessary  clerks  in  the  quarter-master-gener- 
al’s  office,  a sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  a year ; and  for  the  compensation  of  the 
Clerks  ot  the  commissary-general,  a sum  not 
exceeding  seventeen  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num, with  such  hooks  and  stationery  as  may  be 
necessary  to  the  quartcr-m aster-general’s  and 
comm  :ssary -genera l*s  departments. 

Sec.  12.  And  l»e  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
quarter-master-general,  l>e  authorised  to  ap- 
point a principal  waggon-master,  and  as  many 
waggon-masters  a > Ik*  may  judge  necessary  for 
the  service  of  the  army,  not  exceeding  o*ie  to 
each  brigade,  whose  duty  shall  he,  under  the 
direction  of  the  quarter-master-general  or  any 
ot  his  deputies,  to  provide  and  conduct  the 
'vaJ»gnnR  and  other  means  of  transport  necessa- 
ry and  proper  for  the  military  service  of  the 
l mted  States. 

See.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no 
waggon-master  shall  directly  or  indirectly  he 
concerned  or  interested  in  any  waggon,  or 
means  of  transport  employed  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States;  nor  in  the  purchase  or  sale 
oi  any  horses,  harness,  waggons  or  other  means 
ot  trans|>ort  procured  for,  or  belonging  to  the 
United  Slates,  except  as  agent  for  the  United 
Stares 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
principal  waggon-master  shall  he  entitled  to 
receive  forty  dollars  per  month,  three  rations 
per  day  and  forage  for  one  horse,  and  each 
waggon-master  shall  he  entitled  to  receive  thir 
ty  dollars  per  month,  two  rations  per  day  and 
forage  for  one  horse. 

Sec  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  the 
quurter-master-general  he  authorised  to  ap- 
point one  principal  forage  master,  and  as  many 
assistant  forage-mas.*  rs  as  the  nature  of  the 
service  may  require,  not  exceeding  one  to  each 
brigade,  whose  duty  shall  he,  under  the  direc- 
tion ot  the  quartcr-master-general,  or  any  of 
h s deputies,  to  provide  and  deliver  out  forage 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  military  service  of 
the  United  States  ; nor  shall  any  forage  master 
he  directly  or  indirectly  concerned  in  the  pur- 
chase or  sale  of  any  article  of  forage  procured 
tor  or  belonging  to  the  United  States,  except 
as  an  agent  for  the  United  States. 

Sec.  16  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
principal  forage  master  shall  be  entitled  to  and 
receive  forty  dollars  per  month,  three  rations 
pei-  day  and  forage  for  two  horses : and  that 
the  other  forage  masters  shall  he  entitled  to 
and  receive  thirty  dollars  per  month,  two  ra- 
tions per  day  and  forage  for  one  horse. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there 
shall  be  four  conductors  of  artillery,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  President  alone,  each  of 
whom  shall  be  entitled  to  the  pay  and  emolu- 
ments of  a lieutenant  of  artillery. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this 
fict  shall  go  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of 
April  next ; and  that  so  much  of  the  act  fixing 
the  military  peace  establishment  of  the  United 
States,  as  respects  the  appointment  of  military 
agents  and  assistant  military  agents,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  from  and  after 
that  day;  hut  all  those  agents  shall  continue 
to  perform  their  respective  duties  in  the  mean 
time,  and  until  the  deputy  and  assistant  deputy 
quarter-masters  shall  be  appointed  and  ready 
to  enter  on  the  execution  of  their  respective 
offices;  to  whom  the  said  military  agents  and 
assistant  military  agents  shall  then  deliver  all 
the  public  stores  and  property  in  their  posses- 
sion. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
persons  attached  to  the  public  service  by  vir- 
tue of  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  military 
law,  except  the  deputy  commissaries. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
President  may,  and  lie  hereby  is  authorized  in 
the  recess  of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  the  quar- 
ter-master-gencral,  deputy  quarter-masters, 
commissary  general,  and  deputy  commissaries, 
or  any  of  them  ; which  appointments  shall  he 
submitted  to  the  Senate  at  their  next  session, 
for  their  advice  and  consent.

AN  ACT 

Concerning  the  Naval  Establishment. 

Be  it  eiwc  * / by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  l Anted  State*  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled.  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  he,  and  he  is  hereby  authorised 
and  empowered  to  catise  to  be  immediately  re- 
paired, equipped  and  put  into  actual  service, 
the  frigate  Chesapeake,  Constellation  and  Ad- 
ams ; and  that  a sum  not  exceeding  three  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  he,  and  is  hereby  appro- 
pria’ed  for  that  purpose. 

^ec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  the 
officers  and  seamen  of  the  navy  may  he  increa- 
sed so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  officer,  man 
and  equip  the  vessels  so  to  be  put  into  service, 
anv  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  annually 
for  three  years,  namely  one  thousand  eight  bun- 
dr- d and  twelve,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred anil  thirteen  and  one  thousand- eight  hun- 
j tired  and  fourteen,  be  appropriated  towards 
the  purchase  and  supply  of  a stock  of  every 
descr.ption  of  timber  required  for  ship  build- 
ing and  other  navy  purposes  ; and  that  the  first 
appropriation  thereof  he  made  in  the  purchase 
of  timber  suitable  for  rebuilding  the  frigates 
Philadelphia,  General  Green,  New- York  and 
Boston. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
sums  herein  specifically  appropriated  shall  be 
paid  out  of  any  monies  in  tiie  treasury  not  oth- 
erwise appropriated. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  as 
soon  as  it  shall  he  deemed  compatible  with  the 
good  of  the  public  service,  the  gun  boats  now 
in  commission  he  laid  up,  and,  with  those  not 
in  commission,  he  distributed  in  the  several 
ha-bors  of  the  maritime  frontier  which  arc- 
most  exposed  to  attack,  to  be  carefully  kept 
and  used  as  circumstances  may  require. 

See  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  the 
Pursers  in  the  navy  of  the  United  Slates  shall 
he  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  and  with  the  advice  ard  consent  o* 
the  Senate,  and  that  from  and  after  the  first  day 
of  May  next,  no  person  shall  act  in  the  charac- 
ter of  Purser,  who  shall  not  have  been  thus 
first  nominated  and  appointed,  except  Pursers 
on  distant  service,  who  shall  not  remain  in  ser- 
vice after  the  first  day  of  July  next,  unless  no- 
minated and  appointed,  as  aforesaid  : And  evc- 
. Purser,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of! 
his  office,  shall  give  bond,  with  two  or  more  I 


sufficient  sureties,  in  the  penalty  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  conditioned  faithfully  to  perforin 
all  the  duties  of  Purser  in  the  navy  of  the  U- 
nited  States.

Grant  ing  to  the  corporation  of  the  City  of  New- 
Or leans  the  use  and  possessmn  of  a lot  in 
the  said  City. 

Beit  enacted  by  the  Seriate  and  Bouse  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled , That  all  the  right  and 
claim  of  the  United  States  to  the  use,  posses- 
sion and  occupation  of  a space  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  by  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  of 
a vacant  lot  of  ground,  in  the  City  of  New  -Or- 
leans, hounded  by  Bienville  and  Custom  House 
streets,  and  by  Levee  street  and  the  high  road, 
he,  anil  the  same  is  hereby  vested  in  the  corpo- 
ration of  the  said  City.  And  the  said  corpora- 
tion is  authorised  to  use,  possess  and  occupy 
the  same  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  or  caus- 
ing to  be  erected  and  kept  in  operation  a Steam 
Engine,  or  Engines,  for  conveying  water  into 
the  said  City  and  all  buildings  necessary  to  the 
said  purpose : Provided,  That  if  the  said 
space  of  ground  shall  not  be  occupied  for  the 
said  purpose  within  the  term  of  three  years 
from  and  alter  the  passtngof  this  act,  or  shall 
at  any  time  thereafter  cease  ’n  he  so  occupied, 
tor  the  term  of  three  years,  tho  right  and  claim 
of  the  Unite*',  States  thereto  shall  remain  un- 
impaired : And  provided  also.

The  following  collection  of  duties,  exhibited 
in  contrast,  will  we  think,  he  usclul  in  deter- 
mining the  question  of  the  justice  and  poli- 
cy of  endeavoring  to  obtain  the  repeal  of  the 
British  orders  in  council.

ver, including  all  islands  to  the  thirty -second 
degree  of  latitude  ; thence,  due  north,  to  the 
northernmost  part  of  the  thirty-thin}  degree  of 
nortli  latitude  ; thence,  along  the  said  parallel 
of  latitude,  to  the  river  Mississippi;  thence, 
down  the  said  river,  to  the  river  Iberville ; and 
from  thence,  along  the  middle  of  the  said  river, 
tnd  takes  Maurepas  and  I’onchat  train,  ts  the 
gulph  of  Mexico  ; thence,  bounded  by  the  said 
gulph,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  including  all 
island  within  three  leagues  of  the  coast  ; did, 
on  the  twenty-second  day  January,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twelve,  form  for  Aliemselves

On  the  16th  day  of  April,  in  the  venf 
1806,  an  order  was  issued  from  the  Bri- 
tish council  chamber,  and  in  the  following 
month  a declaration  was  made  to  Ameri- 
ca, through  her  minister  at  the  court  of 
London,  in  virtue  of  that  order,  that  in 
consequence  of  his  majesty  the  king  of 
Prussia  having  seized  upon  the  electorate 
of  Hanover,  America  and  all  other  neu- 
tral powers,  were  to  consider  the  entrance 
of  the  Ems,  the  Weser,  the  Elbe,  and 
the  Trave,  in  a slate  of  blockade,  which 
blockade  was  .afterwards  extendi  d to  the 
port  of  Brest;  but  it  being  notoriously 
impossible  to  maintain  such  a system  by- 
actual  force,  this  was  aptly  stiled  a fit  fief 
blockade. 

On  the  21st  of  November,  1806,  Ed* 
naparte,  having  in  the  mean  time  conquer- 
ed Prussia,  issued  from  the  metropolis  of 
that  kingdom  the  document  called  the 
Berlin  decree,  w hich  retaliates,  on  the 
British  order  ©f  the  1 6th  of  April,  by  de- 
claring England  in  a state  of  blockade, 
and  prohibiting  the  commerce  of  neutral 
nations  with  that  country. 

On  the  7lh  January,  1807,  the  British 
ministry  issued  a fresh  order  in  council  to 
retaliate  upon  the  Berlin  decree  ; the 
substance  of  Which  order  was,  “ that  no 
neutral  vessel  should  lie  allowed  to  trade 
to  any  port  of  France,  or  any  port  of  h.T 
allies  so  much  under  French  confront  as 
that  British  vessels  may  not  freely  trade 
thereto.’* 

On  the  11  th  of  November,  in  1807, 
another  of  the  series  of  British  orders 
was  issued  directing  that  “ neutral  ves- 
sels bound  for  the  ports  of  France  or  bet4 
allies  under  French  controul,  should  un- 
dergo a search  by  British  cruisers,  of 
should  proceed  in  the  first  instance  to 
England,  and  pay  a per-centage  upon 
their  cargoes.”

Almost  ail  agree  there  are  many  sufficient 
cause  of  war,  and  that  the  catalogue  is 
daily  increasing  by  a repetition  of  injuries 
any  one  of  which  calls  for  resistance  with 
all  the  energies  of  the  nation.  Let  me 
call  your  attention  to  the  period  when 
these  outrages  commenced,  and  to  their 
character. 

The  impressment  of  American  seamen 
into  the  British  naval  service,  has  been  an 
outrage  endured  so  long  that  it  is  as  pain- 
ful to  the  American  mind  to  recur  to  the 
time  oGts  comment --ment,  as  to  contem- 
plate the  atrocity  of  ts  character,  or  to  be- 
hold the  utter  prostration  of  national  inde- 
pendence in  this  most  odious  of  all  species 
of  personal  enthralment.  The  seizure  of 
our  vessels  in  our  own  waters,  and  on  our 
own  coasts,  is  another  wrong  which  to  o- 
verlook  would  be  to  disavow  one  of  the 
most  valuable  of  our  national  rights.  This 
too  is  an  injury  which  we  have  so  long 
sought  to  avert  by  negociation  ineffectu- 
ally, that  some  politicians  may  have  for- 
gotten its  nature.  But  the  interdiction  of 
commercial  intercourse  between  this  na- 
tion and  others  in  amitv  with  it,  in  the  pro- 
duce of  our  own  soil  and  industry,  which 
has  existed  since  1806,  either  in  the  shape 
of  paper  blockades  or  orders  in  council, 
and  against  which  this  government  has 
remonstrated,  negociated,  and  even  sup- 
plicated, without  obtaining  the  least  miti- 
gation of  the  injury  done  it,  has  complet- 
ed the  climax  of  aggression-  To  the  a- 
bovc  cited  efforts  to  obtain  even  a forbear- 
ance on  the  part  of  Britian  from  further 
injuring  our  commerce,  restrictions  of  a 
pacific  character  have  been  applied  with 
as  little  success.  Under  such  circum-  very  slight  evidence  of  your  authority  to 
stances,  when  the  essential  principles  of  act  for  any  ol  them,  we  do  not  plead  ir- 


imprisonment  under  the  British  at  New- 
York,  incurred  by  his  being  found  in  arms 
in  defence  of  his  country's  rights ; and 
not  a single  act  of  his  public  or  private 
life  since  has  been  at  variance  with  his 
conduct  at  that  time. 

We  utterly  disclaim  your  assumption 
that  an  obligation  to  France  either  ought 
or  does  influence  us  to  vote  for  measures 
preparatory  to  a war  with  England.  To 
France  the  United  States  owe  nothing. 
She  owes  them  much  indemnity  for  spo- 
liations committed  on  their  commerce, 
which  she  has  hitherto  unjustly  withheld. 
But  whence,  sir,  this  solicitude  to  brand 
a majority  of  Congress  with  alien  partial- 
ities — is  it  to  apologize  for  their  being  felt 
somewhere  else  ? Further  to  press  this 
part  of  your  letter  I forbear,  than  just  to 
observe  that  your  charge  of  wickedness 
on  Congress  and  on  the  President,  as  af- 
fecting the  interests  of  the  citizens,  while 
you  deny  that  the  orders  in  council  have 
produced  such  an  effect,  discloses  sorae- 
ihing  like  foreign  partialities,  not  for  one 
foreign  nation  more  than  another,  but  for 
a foreign  government  in  preference  to  our 
own.  In  your  insinuation  that  an  ambi- 
tion to  possess  Florida  actuates  us  to  vote 
for  war  with  England,  you  cut  up  your 
own  argument.  In  seizing  Florida,  we 
should  be  as  likely  to  incur  a dispute  with 
France  as  England,  if  not  more  so.  To 
such  arguments,  sir,  we  shall  not  recur  in 
defence  of  our  votes.  Be  assured  wc 
have  neither  aeled  without  consulting 
our  consciences  nor  without  a due  regard 
to  our  responsibility  to  those  who  have 
constituted  us  their  representatives.  We 
at  all  times  hold  ourselves  accountable 
for  our  stewardship  to  them.  Even  on

Recruiting  for  the  additional  militarv 
force  has  commenced,  and  promises  to  pro- 
gress vigorously  and  with  much  success,  if 
we  judge  from  the  facts  which  have  come 
to  our  knowledge.  By  the  30th  of  last  March, 
we  learn,  on  enquiry,  that  recruiting  in- 
structions and  money  for  bounties,  See.  were 
forwarded  to  every  quarter  of  the  country. 
The  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the 
additional  militarv  force  were  made  on  21st 
February;  on  the  24th  February  near  600 
nominations  of  officers  for  that  army  were 
made  to  the  Senate  ; on  the  18th  of  March 
’hose  nominations  were  confirmed  by  the 
Senate,  and  wi’hin  three  davs  thereaf-er 
the  mails  carried  officie.l  notices  of  appoint- 
ment to  the  Officers  in  every  section  of  the 
country.  The  law  for  the  establishment  of 
a Quarter-Master’s  Department  did  not 
pass  until  the  28th  tilt. — immediately  after 
which  the  recruiting  orders  were  issued.  — .

that  place  were  so  much  alarmed  for  the 
safety  of  the  town  as  to  have  actually  com- 
menced fortifying  it  by  stockade — that  the 
people  are  now  following  the  advice  of 
Governor  Harrison  and  building forts  anil 
block-houses — that  vtanu  are  abandoning 
their  farms  on  the  frontiers,  and  moving  in- 
to the  settlements— and  that  apprehensions 
were  so  much  entertain'd  even  for  the  final 
safety  of  Vincennes  that  some  ci  tzens  were 
about  t-o  send  their  wives  and  children  into 
Kentucky  and  Ohio.  The  orders  which 
had  been  received  there  to  march  Colonel 
Boyd's  regiment  to  Newport  had  not  a lit- 
tle contributed  to  excite  these  apprehen- 
sions. This  regiment  is  suppose/  to  be 
destined  for  Detroit.  This  state  of  affairs 
must  be  very  distressing  to  all  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Indiana,  but  particularly  to  the 
recent  emigrants  and  poorer  people,  most 
of  whom  depend  altogether  upon  their  own 
labours  for  a bare  support,  and  were  about 
preparing  to  plant  the  corn  on  which  then 
would  have  to  rely  the  ensuing  near  for 
provisions  for  themselves,  their  wives  and 
children. 

On  the  22.'/  April,  the  family  ofa  Mr. 
Ilarryman  (a.  mill-wrighi  recently  from 
Vermont ) consisting  if  himself  his  wife 
end  five  children  were  murdered  by  the  In- 
dians at  their  residence  upon  the  F.mbcr- 
rcts  river,  about  five  miles  from  Vincennes. 
.1  party  was  collected  to  pursue  them , but 
c rain  which  fell  during  the  " succeeding 
night  so  obliterated  their  tra'ksas  to  render 
the  pursuit  imprac'icable.  Governor  Har- 
rison had  received  information  by  express 
on  the  25th  that  the  family  of  a Mr.  Mi  r 
was  assailed  by  three  Indians,  on  Utile 
Pidger,n  creek  ; he  was  shot  down , his  son 
wounded  in  the  arm  hy  a tomahawk, that  his  j 
mother  saved  the  son  bu  assailing  'he  Indi- 
an with  an  axe  a<id  drove  him  off : anoth- 
er son  fred  from  c.  house  about  40  yards 
off  and  killed  one  Indian.  The  others  then 

retreated , having  the  c/d  lady  and  her ' 
daughter  ( who  had  snapped  a rifle  which  • 
she  supposed  to  be  loaded,  but  was  not ) in  ' 
possession  of  the  house.  Similar  occurren- 
ces we  expect  to  hear  of  daily. 


G P.NERAL  ORDERS. 

Ilraa  Quarters,  Lexington,  2d  May , 1813. 

THE  officers  commanding  districts  will 
establish  their  quarters  at  the  principal 
rendezvous  within  their  respective  dis- 
tricts ; and  will  he  held  responsible  for 
the  good  conduct  and  discipline  of  the  re- 
cruits-at  such  rendezvous.  Each  officer 
commanding  a recruiting  district  is  au- 
thorised to  appoint  a subaltern,  to  do  the 
duties  of  an  adjutant,  so  soon  as  the  num- 
ber of  recruits  shall  render  it  expedient. 
Each  commanding  officer  of  a recruiting 
district  is  also  authorised  to  appoint  de- 
tachment courts  martial,  to  consist  of 
three  members  ; for  the  trial  of  ail  surh 
offences  as  arc  cognizable  before  ?.  regi- 
mental court  martial,  and  to  cause  their 
sentences  to  he  carried  into  due  execu- 
tion. 

The  captain  or  principal  officer  recruit- 
ing for  each  company  will  receive  from 
the  officer  commandii  g,  the  recruiting 
district,  the  sums  necessary  for  bounties, 
premiums,  and  contingent  expenses,  in 
recruiting  the  company,  and  will  be  re- 
quired to  pass  therefor  his  duplicate  re- 
ceipts. 

Each  recruiting  officer  will  transmit 
monthly,  a statement  of  his  account  to 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  district, 
who  is  required  to  transmit  the  same  to- 
gether with  a copy  of  his  own  account,  as 
soon  as  possible  to  the  officer  command- 
ing the  department. 

The  officer  commanding  in  the  depart- 
ment is  required  to  transmit  the  accounts 
and  statements  received  hy  him,  together 
with  a statement  of  his  own  account,  to 
the  war  department. 

Each  recruiting  officer  sending  recruits 
to  the  princ  ipal  rendezvouses  required  to 
transmit  to  the  officer  commanding  the 
district,  an  exact  statement  of  each  man's 
account  ; specifying  the  disbursements 
for  subsistence,  clothing,  bounty  and  pay, 
which  shall  be  entered  in  the  books  of 
the  company. 

Recruits  are  required  to  be  hail  and 
sound  ; free  from  sore  legs,  scurvy,  srall- 
ed  heads,  ruptures,  and  other  infirmities  : 
their  age  is  to  be  conformable  to  the  law 
Active  robust  hoys,  between  the  age  of 
fourteen  and  eighteen  years  may  be  en- 
listed. 

In  all  cases  where  minors  or  apprenti- 
ces are  enlisted,  the  consent  of  the  pa- 
rent, master  or  guardian  (if  any  such 
there  he)  in  writing,  is  to  he  obtained  and 
to  accompany  the  enlistment. 

The  want  of  size  shall  form  no  objec- 
tion to  a person  offering  to  enlist,  provi- 
ded he  is  well  made,  active,  robust  and 
healthy. 

As  soon  as  convenient,  and  at  farthest 
within  six  days  next  succeeding  the  time 
of  enlistment,  each  recruit  shall  he 


ing  the  recruiting  districts,  are  therefore 
particularly  called  upon,  in  behalf  of  their 
common  country,  to  be  prompt  and  dili- 
gent, in  discharging  their  respective  du 
ties. 

The  gross  and  repeated  injuries  which 
have  been  inflicted  upon  us,  in  common 
with  our  sister  states,  call  aloud  for  re  pa 
ration.  Let  us  not,  therefore,  be  the  lust 
in  preparing  to  meet  such  a crisis,  and  to 
participate  in  the  glory  which  invtes  us  to 
the  field.

I have  to  inform  you  that  mv  son 
Pitman,  has  again  been  robbed  by  the  white 
people,  on  Monday  last,  these  people  came  to 
the  hack  of  the  Tennessee  river,  at  the  ferry, 
and  have  been  a lurking  about  there  for  three 
days,  watching- for  an  opportunity,  as  I suppose, 
lor  more  horses,  which  they  could  not  well  miss 
getting,  ns  they  were  immediately  in  my  stock 
range  ; and  on  leaving  the  place,  they  gath- 
ered all  the  horses  they  could,  and  on  their  v av 
they  called  a halt  at  rny  son  Pitman's,  lie  (Pit- 
man) being  from  home,  they  forced  the  doors 
open  and  supplied  themselves  with  as  much 
provisions  and  corn  a;  the  found  ne  cessarv  to 
take  with  them,  and  when  they  were  going  off, 
they  fired  their  guns  oif  in  the  house  & raised 
the  war  hoop,  and  went  off.  There  was  an  In- 
dian and  a negro  fellow,  who  were  silent  spec- 
tators of  this  unheard  of  insolence,  if  it  may  be 
so  called.  The  Indian  man  who  was  in  the 
house  at  the  lime,  was  threatened  by  several 
armed  men,  who  stood  centinel  at  the  door 
whilst  the  others  w ere  busily  employed  in  pUm 
dering  the  smoke  house,  corn  crib,  & c.  &c.  It 
is  supposed  there  were  at  least  ten  or  twelve  of 
these  men — Since  this  daring  and  open  robbe- 
ry, Capt.  James  Underwood  of  Bear  Creek,  has 
ra.sed  a company  to  go  round  as  far  as  our  land 
extends,  and  every  man  that  he  cat!  find  with- 
in the  boundary  line  of  this  nation  with  arms, 
he  is  authorised  to  take  as  prisoner  to  the  agent 
of  this  nation. 

AVe  cannot  hear  to  he  treated  in  this  con-
